A  LEGEND  OF  GRENADA. 

One  evening,  when  the  streaks  of  sunlight 
pierced  through  the  heavy  foliage  of  the  forest 
beyond,  as  the  sun  shed  its  slanting  rays  on 
the  beautiful  and  peaceful  Vega  of  Grenada, 
and  told  that  the  day  was  fast  fading  into 
night,  one  might  have  seen  three  or  four  peas- 
ants at  the  well  of  the  Alhambra,  leaning  on 
their  water  jars  and  listening  intently.  They 
were  the  usual  gossipers  that  sit  there  by  day, 
and  sometimes  by  night.

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AMUSING  INCIDENTS  ABOUT 
THE  BOERS. 

it  mij;ht  be  of  some  interest  to  the  readers 
of  the  OLLA  PODRIDA  to  learn  some  of  the 
ideas  of  the  Transvaaiers  of  to-day.  They 
seem  to  possess  ideas  w  hich  might  have  been 
held  by  our  forefathers  one  or  two  hundred 
years  ago,  but  which  long  ago  have  been  ex- 
ploded and  seem  to  us  utterly  ridiculous.  The 
following  are  extracts  from  the  Published  Re- 
ports of  the  Volksraad  (Assembly)  Debates. 

In  May,  1894,  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Raad  suggested  that  a  law  should  be  made  re- 
garding the  apparel  of  the  burghers  when  they 
appeared  in  the  meeting.  "There  is  a  decided 
lack  of  uniformity  in  neckties,"  he  began. 
"Some  wear  a  Tom  Thumb  variety,  and  others 
wear  scarves.  This  is  a  state  of  affairs  to  be 
deplored,  and  1  consider  that  the  Raad  should 
put  its  foot  down  and  define  the  size  and  shape 
of  neckties  to  be  worn  to  the  Mouse." 

There  was  a  debate  in  May,  1892,  on  the 
advisability  of  erecting  post  boxes  in  Pretoria. 
One  member  strongly  opposed  it,  for  he  said 
he  could  not  see  why  people  wanted  to  be  always 
writing  letters.  "1  once  did  write  a  letter,  but 
1  was  not  afraid  to  travel  fifty  miles  or  more  on 
horseback  to  post  it,  and  yet  people  now  com- 
plain if  they  have  to  go  one  mile." 

A  discussion  arose  in  the  month  of  July  in 
the  same  year  on  the  extermination  of  locusts. 
Mr.  Roos  said  locusts  were  a  plague,  as  in  the 
days  of  King  Pharaoh,  sent  by  God,  and  the 
country  would  assuredly  be  loaded  with  shame 
if  it  tried  to  raise  its  hand  against  the  mighty 
hand  of  the  Almighty.  "I  once  knew  a  man," 
he  added,  "whose  farm  had  always  been  spared 
by  the  locusts  until  one  day  he  caused  some 
to  be  killed.  His  farm  was,  the  very  next  year, 
devastated." 

A  memorial  dated  August  5th,  1895,  was 
read  from  Krugersdorp  praying  that  the  Raad 
would  pass  a  law  to  prohibit  the  sending  up  of 
bombs  into  the  clouds  to  bring  down  rain,  as  it 


was  a  defiance  of  God,  and  would  most  likely 
bring  down  a  visitation  from  the  Almighty. 

1  fear  that  these  primitive  ideas  will  be  rudely 
disturbed  by  the  approaching  influx  of  gold 
miners  and  diamond  diggers.

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ATHLETICS. 

The  High  School  football  team  played  their 
second  game  with  the  Freshmen  on  the  after- 
noon of  October  20th.  The  regular  gridiron 
was  a  >ea  of  mud,  so  the  game  was  contested 
on  the  harder  ground  of  the  baseball  diamond. 
The  conditions  under  which  it  was  played  pre- 
vented its  being  a  real  struggle  for  supremacy. 
There  was  no  kick-off,  the  teams  were  merely 
lined  up,  one  was  given  the  ball,  and  they  be- 
gan playing.  The  two  hard  fought  halves 
were,  however,  excellent  practice  for  both 
teams. 

The  work  of  our  boys  against  the  Freshmen 
reflected  great  credit  upon  themselves  and  their 
coaches.  The  nature  of  the  ground  was  in  fa- 
vor of  their  heavy  opponents,  but  they  held 
them  back  successfully.  Our  eleven  showed 
great  improvement  in  defensive  play  present- 
ing a  stiff  line  to  the  ponderous  rushes  of  the 
Freshmen.  On  a  clear,  dry  field  Sherman, 
the  Freshman  half-back,  would  probably  not 
have  made  his  two  long  runs.  On  the  offen- 
sive our  team  was  strong,  going  through  the 
line  repeatedly  for  their  yards. 

Parker  played  a  star  game  at  tackle,  nailing 
his  man  behind  the  line  several  times,  altho' 
he  had  against  him  the  big  Freshman  tackle, 
Stowe.  Saeltzer  and  Bush  advanced  the  ball 
effectively,  and  on  the  defense  played  smash- 
ing games.  Volz  punted  well  and  bucked  the 
line  hard.  Solinsky,  the  burly  little  quarter, 
did  very  accurate  passing  in  spite  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  pigskin.  R.  Demerit  at  tackle 
and  McQuesten  and  Stable  at  ends  played  in 
fine  style,  tackling  hard  and  sure.  Plummer 
and  Lamb  did  good  work  on  the  line,  and  Bald- 
win in  the  center  position  deserves  special 
credit,  as  he,  although  a  new  man  at  the  game, 
held  down  his  experienced  opponent. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  great  improve- 
ment in  team  work  shown  by  the  High  School 
eleven  is  due  to  the  coaching  of  Leslie  Symmes, 
formerly  captain  of  the  Y.    M.    C.    A.  Light 


Weights,  and  Ralph  Saeltzer,  and  they  de- 
derve  the  thanks  of  the  whole  school.  They 
volunteered  their  services  to  the  boys,  and 
have  rendered  invaluable  assistance  in  teach- 
ing the  team  to  get  together  and  showing  them 
many  new  plays.  Another  thing  tending  to 
our  success  on  the  gridiron  has  been  brought 
about  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
High  School.  This  is  the  formation  of  a  sec- 
ond eleven.  Another  team  was  verv  necessarv 
for  the  regular  eleven  to  practice  against,  and 
after  much  hard  work  Manager  Boettiger  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  enough  extra  men  to  form  a 
second  eleven.  The  men  who  have  donned 
the  suits  are:  O  Demerit,  captain,  Cavalier, 
Stahle,  Linscott,  Bancrofr,  Finn,  Baldwin,  G 
Warren,  Butler,  Hanna,  Mather,  Grindley, 
Heister,  Nelson  and  Chase.  Some  of  these 
have  good  chances  of  making  the  first  team. 

The  Berkeley  High  is  making  rapid  strides 
towards  the  football  championship  of  the  Cen- 
tral Sub-League.  On  Saturday,  October  20, 
Anderson's  Military  Academy  defaulted  to  us, 
and  we  have  now  but  one  more  game  to  win  to 
hold  the  Sub-League  championship.  The  re- 
maining contest  is  with  the  winner  of  the  Oak- 
land-Peralta  game,  and  our  team  is  confidant 
of  victory.  If  Berkeley  wins,  we  shall  contest 
with  Belmont  on  November  10th  in  a  semi-fin- 
al game  of  the  Academic  League. 

J.  Cohn  &  Co.  of  Oakland  have  offered  a 
trophy  to  be  contested  for  by  the  terms  of  the 
Central  Sub-League.  An  entire  new  series  of 
games  will  be  played,  each  team  meeting  every 
other,  and  the  cup  will  be  awarded  to  the 
team  winning  the  highest  percentage  of  games. 
Berkeley  High  has  an  excellent  chance  to  win 
this  beautiful  trophy.

CURRENT  EVENTS. 

SOUTH  AFRICA. — The  Boers  are  still  carry- 
ing on  guerrilla  warfare  with  varying  success, 
De  Wet  having  retreated  north  of  the  Vaal' 
River  before  the  British  forces.  It  is  said  that 
they  are  merely  holding  out  until  after  the  re- 
sult of  the  American  Presidential  election  is 
ascertained. 

At  the  Paris  Exposition. — King  George 
of  Greece,  King  Leopold  of  Belgium  and  Ern- 
poror  William  of  Germany  have  lately  been  to 
the  Paris  Exposition  through  the  hospitality  of 
the  French  government.  By  traveling  incog- 
nito the  King  of  Belgium  has  caused  much 
alarm  to  the  French  officials,  both  because  of 
anarchists  and  also  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
he  has  twice  nearly  been  taken  into  court  for 
unwittingly  breaking  the  police  regulations. 

The  Campaign 
From  the  Democratic  Standpoint.— 
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The  people  will  name  the  victor  next  Tuesday. 
It  is  for  them  to  decide  if  we  shall  restrict  our- 
selves wi.  bin  our  natural  boundaries,  or  ac- 
companied with  foreign  entangling  treaties  and 
alliances,  occupy  a  foreign  domain  and  annex 
10,000,000  of  the  same  sort  of  people  whom 
we  nave  passed  anti-immigration  laws  against; 
10,000,000  of  peoole  to  become  American  citi- 
zens, but  not  allowed  to  land  in  America.  No, 
not  citizens  but  subjects,  not  free  men  but — 
slaves.  Because  if  other  nations  legislate  as 
we  will,  for  our  self-protection,  be  forced  to 
do,  will  not  they  become  such,  being  deprived 
of  their  locomotion?  and  we,  their  deliverers, 
for  their  masters?  Is  it  not  a  case  with  them 
of  '"God  save  me  from  my  friends!"  It  re- 
mains for  the  people  to  decide  if  we  shall  en- 
dure imperialism  and  its  military  evils  for 
trade,  shed  blood  for  money,  and  endire  a 
standing  army  for  business  opportunities. 

From  the  Republican  Standpoint.— 
The  election  is  now  near  at  hand,  and  those 
people  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the  coun- 
try at  heart,  are  hard  at  work  trying  to  ar- 
range things  so  that  we  shall  have  another 
four  years  of  prosperity.  This  year  it  means 
more  to  this  nation  than  its  being  under  Repub- 
lican or  Democratic  control;  it  means  that  we 
will  either  maintain  our  standing  as  a  nation, 
or  fall  as  has  fallen  Spain. 

Mexico  and  China  to  day  are  sailing  their 
ships  with  silver  sails.  Look  at  them  to  day. 
What  are  they  as  nations?  Do  you  think  it 
wise  to  adopt  such  a  poiicy  as  that  champion- 
ed by  Mr.  Bryan,  when  we  have  before  us  liv- 
ing examples  of  the— shall  I  say  prosperity?  — 
that  it  has  wrought.  This  is  not  the  only 
fault  to  be  found  in  the  Democratic  platform. 
What  are  we  going  to  do  about  the  Phillippine 
islands.    Shall  we  give  them  over  to  Aguinal- 
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do  and  his  cutthroats  so  that  he  can 
without  the  consent  of  the  governed,  or  shall 
we  stand  as  we  have  a!  ays  stood — for  liber- 
ty— and  give  them  the  good  government  en- 
joyed by  the  people  of  this  "Our  beloved  land 
of  liberty?" 

If  you  had  a  child  which  was  to  be  brought 
up  would  you  give  him  into  the  hands  of  a  good 
old  faithful  nurse  or  have  him  taken  care  of 
by  another  child  of  his  own  age?  Answer 
that  question  and  vote  accordingly  on  the  sixth 
of  next  month  and  we  will  have  another  four 
years  of  that  same  prosperity  that  has  been 
keeping  the  dinner  pail  full  during  the  present 
administration. 


THE  STRIKE.— The  strike  of  the  anthracite 
coal  miners  which  began  September  17th,  was 
practically  brought  to  an  end  on  October  17th. 
The  terms  of  settlement  are  about  what  the 
miners  have  demanded.  They  include  an 
advance  of  ten  per  cent,  in  wages,  the 
abolition  of  the  sliding  scale,  and  submis- 
sion of  differences  to  arbitration.  This  is  a 
gain  for  labor  organizations.  It  is  said  that  in 
New  York  city  alone  about  50  labor  organiza- 
tions were  incorporated  in  the  last  year.  The 
time  is  probably  not  far  off  when  all  labor  will 
be  incorporated. 


THE  SUPREA1E  COURT.— The  fall  term  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  opened 
with  some  very  important  questions  on  hand. 
One  question  is  whether  or  not  duties  can  be 
lawfully  collected  upon  goods  or  products  com- 
ing from  the  Philippines  and  Porto  Rico,  if 
they  are  considered  an  integral  part  of  the 
United  States. 

An  Important  Discovery.— It  has  been 
lately  proven  that  the  sun's  rays  go  straight 
through  the  body  and  that  photographs  can  be 
taken  through  the  human  body.  This  discov- 
ery will  be  of  great  value  to  the  medical 
world. 

INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS.— The  Uni- 
versity of  California  boat  cr(w  has  sent  a 
challenge  to  the  University  of  Washington  for 
a  race  to  take  place  either  in  Washington  or 
California.  This  will  probably  be  accepted,  for 
Washington  has  a  good  crew  and  will  give  the 
wearers  of  the  blue  and  gold  a  tustle  for  the 
mastery. 

INTER-COLLEGIATE  FOOTBALL.— With  the 
Freshman  game  no  longer  a  thing  to  come,  the 
interest  of  football-loving  people  is  concentra- 
etd  in  the  Thanksgiving  game.  Last  year's 
thirty  to  nothing  score  stands  out  conspicuously 
large,  but  since  that  time  conditions  have 
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so  great!)'  changed  that  both  parties  find  them- 
selves having  the  fondest  hopes  and  the  great- 
est doubts.  California  has  lost  her  brightest 
stars,  while  newly  acquired  talent  has  greatly 
strengthened  Stanford.  Close  watchers  of  the 
sport  at  present  predict  a  tie  with  a  score  on 
both  sides,  in  which  case  the  team  making  the 
greatest  improvement  between  now  and 
Thanksgiving  should  bring  home  the  victory. 


The  Zeppelin  Air-ship. — The  second  trial 
of  Zeppelin's  air-ship  was  a  marked  success 
and  will  greatly  aid  in  the  solution  of  aerial 
navigation.  The  ship  traversed  a  distance  of 
about  six  miles,  and  remained  in  the  air  some 
three  hours,  having  ascended  and  descended 
and  remained  stationary  in  mid-air.  The 
faults  which  marred  the  first  trial,  in  July,  had 
been  rectified  and  the  aerostat  went  through 
its  evolution  without  a  hitch. 

The  air-ship,  which  is  cylindrical  in  form,  is 
415  feet  long  and  40  feet  in  width,  and  made 
principally  of  aluminum.  It  is  inflated  with 
hydrogen  gas,  driven  by  two  propellers  of  fif- 
teen horse- power  each,  and  a  horizontal  or  in- 
clined position  is  obtained  by  means  of  a 
weight  of  fifty  pounds  which  slides  along  a 
shaft  under  the  ship. 


VOICES. 


"There  are,  it  may  be,  so  many  kinds  of  voices  in 
the  world,  and  none  of  them  is  without  signification." 

HALLOWE'EN. 


The  night  of  October  31st.,  usually  called 
Halloweven  or  Hallowe'en,  is  the  vigil  of  Hal- 
lowmas or  All  Saints'  Day. 

In  former  times  it  was  distinguished,  espec- 
ially in  Scotland,  by  some  singular  observan- 
ces; the  most  essential  feature  of  the  Hallow- 
e'en ritual  consisting  in  the  lighting  by  each 
household  of  a  bonfire  at  nightfall. 

This  custom  is  plainly  indicative  of  a  very 
ancient  and  widespread  practice  of  kindling 
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sacred  fires  on  mountain  tops  at  certain  seasons 
of  the  year.  The  first  of  November  was  re- 
garded as  a  season  at  which  the  fairies  were 
unusually  active,  and  also  unusually  propiti- 
ous, as  may  be  seen  by  the  following  lines  by 
Robert  Burns: 

HALLOWE'EN. 

"Upon  that  night,  when  fairies  light 

On  Cassilas  Downans  dance, 
Ore  owre  the  lays,  in  splendid  blaze 

On  sprightly  coursers  prance: 
Or  for  Colean  the  route  is  ta'en, 

Beneath  the  moon's  pale  beams; 
There,  up  the  Cone  to  stray,  and  rove, 

Among  the  rocks  and  streams, 

To  spont  that  night. 

"Some  merry,  fiiendly,  country  fo^s 

Together  did  convene, 
To  burn  their  nuts,  and  don  their  stocks, 

And  hand  their  Hallo .ve'en, 
To  blithe  that  night." 

Some  of  the  principal  charms  and  spells  of 
that  night,  so  big  with  prophecy,  are  as  fol- 
lows, according  to  Burns: 

"The  first  ceremony  of  Hallowe'en  is,  pull- 
ing each  a  stock,  or  plant  of  cabbage.  They 
must  go  out,  hand  in  hand,  with  eyes  shut, 
and  pull  the  first  they  meet  with;  its  being 
big  or  little,  straight  or  crooked,  is  prophetic 
of  the  size  and  shape  of  the  grand  object  of  ail 
their  spells — the  husband  or  wife.  If  any 
gird  or  earth  sticks  to  the  root,  that  is  tocher 
or  fortune;  and  the  taste  of  the  custoc — that 
is,  the  heart  of  the  stem — is  indicative  of  the 
natural  temper  and  disposition.  Lastly,  the 
stems,  or,  to  give  them  their  ordinary  appella- 
tion, the  runts,  are  placed  above  the  head  of 
the  door,  and  the  christian  names  of  the  people 
whom  chance  brings  into  the  house  are,  ac- 
cording to  priority  of  placing  the  runts,  the 
names  in  question." 

"Burning  the  nuts  is  a  famous  charm. 
They  name  the  lad  and  lass  to  each  particular 
nut  as  they  lay  them  in  the  fire,  and  accord- 
ingly as  they  burn  quietly  together,  or  start 
from  beside  one  another,  the  course  and  issue 


of  the  courtship  will  be. 

"Take  a  candle,  and  go  alone  to  a  looking- 
glass;  eat  an  apple  before  it,  and  comb  your 
hair  all  the  time;  the  face  of  your  future  wife 
or  husband  wili  be  seen  in  the  glass,  as  if 
peeping  over  your  shoulder." 

And  here  is  a  charm  for  the  boys  alone. 

"You  go  out,  one  or  more,  for  this  is  a  so- 
cial spell,  to  a  south-running  spring  or  rivulet, 
and  dip  your  left  shirt-sleeve.  Go  to  bed  in- 
sight of  a  fire,  and  hang  your  wet  sleeve  before 
it  to  dry.  Lie  awake;  and  some  time  near 
midnight,  an  apparition,  having  the  exact  fig- 
ure of  the  grand  object  in  question,  will  come 
and  turn  the  sleeve,  as  if  to 'dry  the  other  side 
of  it." 

As  we  said  at  the  beginning,  the  real  signifi- 
cance of  October  31st  is  that  it  is  the  night 
preceding  All  Saints'  Day.  So  we  will  read  in 
memory  of  that  day  the  poem  by  James  Rus- 
sell Lowell,  entitled 

ALL  SAINTS. 
-I- 

One  feast,  of  holy  days  the  crest, 

I,  though  no  Churchman,  love  to  keep, 
All  Saints, — the  unknown  good  that  rest 

In  God's  still  memory  folded  deep; 

The  bravely  dumb  that  did  their  deed, 
And  scorned  to  blot  it  with  a  name, 

Men  of  the  plain  heroic  breed, 
That  loved  Heaven's  silence  more  than  fame.

Such  lived  net  in  the  past  alone, 

But  thread  today  the  unheeding  street, 
And  stairs  to  Sin  and  Famine  known 

Long  with  the  welcome  of  their  feet; 
The  den  they  enter  grows  a  shrine, 

The  grimy  sash  an  ariel  burns, 
Their  cup  of  water  warms  like  wine, 

Their  speech  is  filled  from  heavenly  arms.

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THE  FORUM. 

The  first  really  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the 
Forum  that  has  heen  heid  this  year  took  place 
■  on  October  16th.  It  was  decided  that  an  en- 
deavor should  be  made  to  get  a  debate  with 
some  school  other  than  Oakland  before  the 
latter  should  be  encountered  next  spring.  Ac- 
cordingly, a  committee  of  three  was  appointed 
to  attend  to  the  matter.  Another  committee 
was  also  appointed  to  arrange  !he  preliminaries 
of  the  Oakland  debate.  As  it  is  impossible  for 
many  of  the  members  to  attend  on  Tuesdays, 
the  day  of  meeting  will  be  Monday  from  this 
time  on.  The  credentials  committee  reported 
favorably  on  twenty-four  new  names,  and  they 
were  voted  in.  When  the  subject  of  initiation 
came  up  there  was  serious  protest  on  the  part 
of  some  new  members  whom  it  would  affect, 
but  they  were  overruled  and  a  committee 
chosen  to  make  the  arrangements.  George 
Spencer,  'oo  aud  ex-presjdent  of  the  Forum, 
was  present  and  made  a  few  remarks.  He 
spoke  of  the  fact  that  probably  this  would  be 
thelastyear  that  Berkeley  would  havea  chance 
to  debate  with  Oakland,  as  they  are  thinking 
of  joining  the  Northern  California  Debating 
League,  which  would  prohibit  them  from  meet- 
ing the  Forum. 


On  October  22nd  a  meeting  of  the  Forum 
was  called  to  order  by  President  Chaplin,  and 
after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  the  :1ebate  was 
proceeded  with.  The  subject  assigned  was: 
"Resolved,  that  Intercollegiate  Football  is  for 
the  Best  Interests  of  College."  Warren  and 
Myers  upheld  the  affirmative,  and  Hume  and 
Girvin  the  negative.  The  judges  gave  their 
decision  to  the  affirmative.  D.  Adams  acted  as 
critic.  Beecher,  Whitney,  Frank  and  Sully 
were  sworn  in.  The  debate  showed  lack  of 
preparation  on  both  sides  and  caused  the  usual 
comment. 

At  the  meeting  of  October  29th  the  debate 
•was  a  great  improvement  upon  the  last  and 
showed  careful  preparation  and  rehearsal  on 


the  part  of  three  members.  O.  Adams  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  take  Kelly's  place  (who 
was  fined  twenty-five  cents)  on  the  affirmative 
with  Newha.ll,  against  Beecher  and  Piatt  on 
the  negative.  The  subject  was:  "Resolved, 
that  United  States  Congressmen  Should  Not 
Receive  Salaries."  O.  Adams  made  a  very 
good  extemporaneous  debate  for  his  side,  but 
the  judges  awarded  their  decision  to  the  nega- 
tive, declaring  Piatt  the  best  speaker.  Mr. 
Miller,  as  chairman  of  >a  special  committee,  re- 
ported that  a  challenge  had  been  sent  to  Ala- 
meda High  School  and  that  word  had  been 
received  accepting  it.  The  conditions  of  the 
challenge  were  that  they  should  choose  a  sub- 
ject and  the  Forum  have  the  choice  of  sides, 
and  the  answer  stated  that  a  subject  would  be 
sent  in  a  few  days.  The  debate  is  to  be  held 
in  Alameda,  the  time  (somewhere  before  Christ- 
mas) and  place  being  announced  later.  Try- 
oats  for  the  team  to  represent  the  Forum  will 
be  held  during  the  next  week  or  so.
